91151. . sponsored principally 
by Senator Philip Hart of 
Michigan. The bargain "king 
size" and. "large economy 
size" packages are alleged ; to 
have fooled the American 
housewife to the point where 
she now needs the Federal 
Government to protect her. 
Notwithstanding the threat to 
the private economy-and-tho- 
spoctre of packages and labels 
of uniform size, color, and 
design, the measure has a 
great. deal of voter appeal, 
and appears to be picking - up 
momentum in tlie United 
States Senate. % 

A more complicated and 
even more appealing measure 
is tlie so-called "(ruth in 
lending" bill (S. 2275), with 
Senator Paul Douglas of Illi- 
nois as its principal sponsor, 
This measure would require 
full and complete disclosure 
on loans and installment sales, 
of so-calied hidden charges. 
The Illinois legislature enact- 
ed a similar measure in 1901. 
and several other slates have 
taken such action. It is hard 
to gauge what will occur if 
the Federal Government en- 
acts a measure' that might 
impose - duplicate or incon- 
sistent requirements to those 
already imposed by the laws 
of the various, states, * 
. _ More recent legislative pro- 
posals would /require Federal 
safety standards for automo- 
biles and automobile tires. 
■While great public a ttentio n 
has been focused on these sub~ 
jecls . it should be -recalled 
that in' 1904 the 'Congress 
authorized Federal standards 
Tor automobile safety belts. 
Regardless of tlie form or ex- 
tent of pending measures af- 
fecting automobile safely, the 
automobile owner is bound to. 
gain greater protection as a 
result of the. positive steps 
that the automobile manufac- 
turers appear to have taken 
— already.

History Of Golf From 
Rome To The Space Age 



Whacky 'Thai's the 
heard 'round the nation as mil- 
lions of Americans tee-off on 
more than 4,900 golf courses.

The ancient Romans played 
a game called paganica, which 
involved the use of open coun- 
tryside, a ball stuffed with 
feathers— and a bent stick. 

In the first century before 
Christ when the Romans over- 
ran Europe, crossed the Chan- 
nel, and occupied parts of 
England and Scotland, they 
brought their game with the 
bent slick with them. It took 
some 1500 years to refine the 
game and add straight clubs; 
and by 1457, "golfc" had be- 
come so popular in Scotland 
that il threatened the practice 
of archery for defense and 
was promptly outlawed by the 
King and Parliament. 

But the introduction of 
gunpowder near the end of 
the 15th century lessened the 
importance of archery and re- 
stored golf to the people. 

The earliest known club 
maker was William Maync of 
Edinburgh, who received a 
Royal Warrant as club-maker 
and spear-maker from James 
VI in 1603. Apiong the old- 
est known clubs is a set of 



sound six woods and two Irons found 
in a wallcd-up closet of a 
house at Hull, England, with 
a copy of a Yorkshire news- 
pappcr dated 1741. 

A far cry from today's sci- 
entifically designed fiber 
glass-shafted clubs, all six 
woods and two irons of this 
historic find arc shafted with 
ash. Only one wood and one 
■imn-ha*o_grips. The woods 
arc leaded and boned, the lead 
extending from near the lac 
to two-thirds of the way to the 
heel. 

Throughout the 18th cen- 
tury, clubs were hand made 
by artisans at the few golf 
courses then In existence. One 
expert, Douglas McEwan, 
made his club-heads from 
small cuts of hedge t borne 
which had been planted on 
sloping banks so that the 
stems grew at an angle at the 
root and created -a natural 
bend for the neck. 

By the first half of the 19th 
century, clubs had come to be 
divided into four classes: driv- 
ers, spoons, irons and putters. 
Since the game at this time 
was still played witli a leather- 
covered ball stuffed with 
feathers, all of the clubs tend- 
ed to be long and slender. 
But soon after the introduc- 
tion of the harder' gutta 
pcrcha (rubber-like) ball in 
1848, club makers recognized 
the new strain on the thin 
clubs and changed their de- 
sign.

Hard thorn was 
discarded for the softer apple, 
pear .and beech, in the heads; 
and leather Insets appeared in 
the faces. Hickory, which or- 
iginally came from Russia and 
later from Tennessee, replac- 
ed ash in the making of shafts. 

Just as the introduction of 
the— moro^_flexibl c_ hickor y 
shafts in this period greatly 
improved the caliber of the 
play, so. the new torquc-rcsist- 
ant fiber glass shafts of pres- 
ent-day clubs promise to do 
the same, . In fact, scientific 
tests conducted by engineers 
at Plas/Steel of Walkerton, 
Indiana, in conjunction with 
Johns-Manvillc, with machines 
that hit all balls the same 
way, every stroke, shows that 
clubs with fiber glass shafts 
drive the ball ' further and 
more accurately than those 
with conventional shafts: The 
Plas/Steel Co. was first to in- 
troduce unique shafts, called 
"glass-Lite" in which glass 
fibers arc woven and then' 
impregnated with plastic. 

Lacking the unmatched 
suppleness and whip of fiber 
glass, 19th century golfers 
nevertheless broke record up- 
on record. Allan Robertson, 
with hickory clubs and gutta 
pcrcha balls, shattered all 
precedent' by scoring a 79 at 
St. Andrews in 1858, and this 
record stood until Young Tout 
Morrris made a. 77 in 19G9.
